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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-1 1 have been cancelled. Therefore, claims 12-23 are currently pending in 
this application.

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to a process of isomerizing pentenenitrile 3- 
pentenenitrile in the presence of at least one heterogeneous catalyst in a distillation 
column comprising a bottom zone, a reaction zone and a top zone. The closest prior art 
is U.S. Patent No. 3,526,654. The process claimed in this application differ from the 
process of the prior art in that isomerization is carried out by reactive distillation. In the 
prior art process isomerization is carried out in a reaction column followed by a second 
column in which distillation separation takes place. None of the published processes 
anticipated, or rendered obvious, the process as described in this application. 
Therefore, claims 12-23 are allowable.
